ial interests have a more or less free rein to 
pursue their goals, expouse their causes, and 
castigate their opponents, virtually without 
restraint, if they so desire. 

But unrestrained exercise of constitutional 
rights seldom serves the public interest. An 
extreme example: protesting youth who are 
led by irresponsible leaders to flaunt their 
right? in an irrational and offensive manner. 

Fortunately, society has imposed another 
set of ground rules which also apply. They are 
the rules of good taste and common decency. 
And to the extent that it exists anion opposing 
factions, common sense tends to temper some¬ 
what the baser human desire to punish those 
with whom we disagree strongly. 

Responsible citizens and leaders have learn¬ 
ed by experience that democratic government 
functions better when these unwritten rules 
are observed, and consider it their duty to re¬ 
frain from fanning animosities and dissention 
unneeessaiily. 

For when emotion is allowed to override 
common sense and the rules of common de¬ 
cency arc forgotten, politics often becomes 
ugly ard mean, sensible debate degenerates 
into senseless name-calling, and issues become 
muddied 1 nd lost in the mire of petty feuds 
and meaningless confrontations. 

Selfish interests are sometimes served l>v 
perpetuating these conditions; the public in¬ 
terest seldom, if ever.

MT. STERLING ENACTS

Thomas B. Thompson, social 
security manager in Ashland, 
said the checks covering bene¬ 
fit payments for the month of 
May will include the general 
10 percent increase in bene¬ 
fits signed into law by Pre- ] 
sident Nixon on March 17. I 

Tke payments ape retro¬ 
active to January 1. Separate 
checks, scheduled to reach 
social security beneficiaries 
about June 22, will cover the 
amount of the increases for 
the retroactive months of I 
January through April 

Thompson said that the 
increase raises the monthly 
benefits rate of social security 
payments in Kentucky by over 
$4 million — to a total of 
about $44,836,000. Nationally, [ 
the new monthly benefit rate 
totals $2.9 billion, paid to 26.2 J 
million beneficiaries. 

The average monthly bene, 
fit for a retired worker goes 
up from $114 to about $126; 
for a retired couple, $199 to 
about $219. A widowed mot¬ 
her with two children will

Inasmuch as it would . be 
helplul to hundreds — even 
thousands of people to have 
a column devoted to assisting 
everyone who had a need, it 
is unlikely that it would reach, 
everyone. 

When through the Kentucky 
Department of Public Infor¬ 
mation such a call for help 
v/a's made for Rhonda McKen¬ 
zie of West Liberty, Ky„ who 
soon will be two year"-, old, it 
seemed that almost everyone 
did learn about the child’s 
need. Rhonda had been born 
without facial features as most 
people know them. 

The Rhonda McKenzie Fund 
Committee—made up of inte¬ 
rested Morgan County citizens 
—was somewhat surprised 
when the contributions began 
coming in from all parts of 
Kentucky and even from other 
states. But stories that are 
mailed from the state’s infor¬ 
mation agency at Fiankfort 
are farreaching. 

Expenses were great for the 
many operations necessary tj 
rebuild Rhonda's facial fea¬ 
tures so some day she can be 
a more normal child with 
confidence to step out into 
the world. For those who re¬ 
sponded to the plea for fi¬ 
nancial help, it is time to say 
“Thank you.” 

For Rhonda and her par¬ 
ents, Mir. and Mrs. Ronald Mc¬ 
Kenzie, there still arc in the 
years ahead many trips to 
Charlottesville, Va., for more 
operations. But for those who 
took time to help it is grati¬ 
fying to say that a recent do¬ 
nation of $500 from the “Teens 
Who Care” club at East Har¬ 
din High School near Eliza¬ 
bethtown, made the $10,000 
goal a reality, plus $359-74. 

To date Rhonda has under¬ 
gone operations, all performed 
by renowned plastic surgeon 
Dr. Milton Edgertbn and his 
team. The first surgery was 
performed in Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, Baltimore, but more 
recent operations were in 
University Hospital, Charlottes¬ 
ville, Va. Though Dr. Edgeo- 
ton gave his sendees to 
Rhonda, there were other hos¬ 
pital and medical expenses not 
covered by Rhonda’s family 
insurance. 

Rhonda’s mother, 27, is the 
former Miss Bonnie Lewis of 
Morgan County. The father is 
assistant manager of ? West 
Liberty grocery. The parents 
had tried to think of -every 
conceivable way to help their 
younger daughter, and had 
almost despaired when the 
mother read a newspaper ac¬ 
count of teenage Debbie Fox 
of Tennessee who was ready 
to enroll in school after years 
of surgery and medical help 
to correct facial abnormalities. 
They then sought sim’lar help 
for their daughter. 

The Morgan County com¬ 


mittee was subsequently form¬ 
ed and took steps to help the 
hard-working and industrious 
family that includes Rhonda's 
older sister Robin. 

When Rhonda's plight de¬ 
scribed in this column, local 
and area residents air* ady had 
contributed $3100 tov.ard the 
$10,000 goal. They continued 
to respond, along with hund¬ 
reds of schoolchildren clubs, 
individuals, and even a chain 
store (Maloney's) that spon¬ 
sored Rhonda McKenzie Day, 
to more than meet the goal. 

At a recent meeting of the 
committee, officers _ made 
financial report showing that 
for the seven operations with 
related expenses incurred by 
the parents, total outlay from 
the fund had been $6000- 
Promotional expense early in 
the campaign amounted to $291. 
The balance of $4,048.74 will | 
be applied toward the cost of 
future operations—the next one 
shcedulcd in November 1971. 
The committee has recom¬ 
mended that $4000 of the 
amount be placed in a savings 
account in Commercial Banx, 
West Liberty. 

Through such an account 
I the remainder of the fund will 
l draw interest and yet be avail- 
| able as needed by Rhonda. 

During past surgery Rhonda 
has had her eyes reset in a 
normal position, eyelids built 
and a nose constructed. The 
nose is not complete, but Dr. 
Edgerton decided to wait a few 
months between operations to 
j give his young patient needed 
rest. There also remains sur¬ 
gery on a club foot and extra 
toes. For everyone who helped 
Rhonda it is apparent how 
important was their aid not 
only to thei r young friend but 
to all “Rhondas” in the world. 
It is one way of saying to 
everyone with problems to not 
give up, but to seek answers 
and aid. 

It is difficult to write a 
proper appreciation to mem¬ 
bers of Hardin High's Teens 
Who Care club. Here is a 
group of teenagers who set a 
worthwhile example of care 
and concern for the world, 
and by responding to the need 
of a child in the Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky hills, showed that each 
Kentuckian counts. 

To tne many editors and 
staff members, including proof¬ 
readers, makeup men, shop 
workers and printers, to indi¬ 
viduals, organizations and clubs 
.... to Ken Harper, Secre¬ 
tary of State, who was head 
of the Department of Public 
Information when the story of 
Rhonda was released through 
this colum ... to schoolchild¬ 
ren and teenagers; everyone— 
a ‘'Thank you.” 

It would be nice tc think 
that those who for some rea¬ 
son did not get to help Rhonda, 
might find someone with a 
similar need and find a way 
to help. 



A “Thank you” isn’t really ^ 
necessary, but maybe within 
five or ten years another col- , 
umn can be written to inform 
everyone that Rhonda— who 
has never been anything but | 
beautiful to those who know’ I 
her—can sit in a classr oom a i 
pretty and normal student. 
That would be thanks enough 
lor anyone.
